MORAL TRAINING.

b r a h a m l in c o l n Bays,“Let 
reverence for law be taught in 
schools and colleges; be written in 
spelling books and primers; be pub­ 
lished from pulpits 
and proclaimed 
from legislative houses, and enforc­ 
ed in courts of justice. In short, let it 
become the political religion of the 
nation.” 
The subject of moral teaching In 
schools has 
received 
attention ever 
since schools were 
established, and 
in all systems 
of 
education moral 
training has 
occupied 
a prominent 
place. It was formerly the custom in 
many schools to give set les.-ons on 
morals, which had for their purpose 
the teaching of the underlying prin­ 
ciples and rules 
of 
moral 
action. 
Much of this teaching was formal and 
consequently ineffective. 
Moral 
teaching 
should 
receive 
more attention than it does at pres­ 
ent, both in school and home. I give 
as my reasons for this statement: 
1. Disregard for law. 
2. Lack of home training. 
3. Lack of knowledge of right and 
wrong. 
, 
It is not to our credit that we are 
foremost among the great nations of 
the world in our disregard for tile 
laws upon our statute 
books, 
both 
state and national. This is partic ular­ 
ly true of those laws having for their 
purpose the 
preservation 
of public 
health and suppression of cont.agious 
diseases. 
Evasion of the law' leads to disre­ 
gard of the law; therefore we should 
impress upon every child the sacred­ 
ness of law and the obligation of all 
citizens to 
obey 
the 
laws 
under 
which they live—those of the nation, 
the state and the city. 
2. Lack of home training. 
Home 
conditions are 
far 
different 
from 
what they were in the 
days of our 
forefathers. Then the home was the 
center of all industry and influence; 
now it is too often 
only 
the place 
where the members 
of 
the 
family 
sleep and take some of their meals. 
The street is often 
the 
only play­ 
ground and 
the 
children’s associa­ 
tions are those who come from homes 
similar to their own. Under such con­ 
ditions 
home 
influences 
are 
less 
strong than formerly, and much of 
the work is left for the school. 
2. Lack of knowledge of right and 
wrong. In the main children desire to 
do right, but they frequently err be­ 
cause they do not 
know 
what 
is 
right. The latest method of teaching 
the three R’s has resolved itself in­ 
to Hight, Respect and Responsibility. 
To teach what is right in order that 
the child may perform a moral act, 
he must know that it is right. 
He 
must have a desire to perform that 
act, and must make the desire ef­ 
fective by carrying it into execution. 
A complete moral act includes the 
mental activities of knowing, feeling 
and willing. 
Every child is 
born 
with certain 
moral tendencies which become evi­ 
dent early in life. One ehild is quiet, 
possibly somewhat more so, and likes 
to think things out for himself; he 
may be slow in reaching results, but 
he is usually right. Another is fond 
of play and full of fun and laughter; 
he prefers to be carried on Ms way 
by his associates 
and 
spends very 
little time in 
earnest 
thought. 
A 
third is easily grieved, 
and so on. 
As the teacher becomes acsuainted 
with lier pupils she 
easily discerns 
these individual differences to which 
she must adjust herself. 
Any thoughtful persons knowns that 
the emotions 
develop 
more rapidly 
than the reason or will. 
The child 
has a tendency to act in accordance 
to his feelings. He is impulsive ra­ 
ther than 
thoughtful. 
He 
laughs, 
cries, strikes, kicks and does numer­ 
ous other things simply in response 
to his feelings. When actuated by an­ 
ger, jealousy and desire for revenge 
he thoughtlessly does things that he 
may be sorry for 
when 
he takes 
time to reflect 
Teachers 
and par­ 
ents should keep this fact in mind, 
for in the right atmosphere the de­ 
sirable emotions are strengthened by 
constant activity and the undesirable 
are weakened by constant effort to 
suppress them. 
Moral training is synonymous with 
will training. 
Since 
the will is the 
most prominent factor in moral ac­ 
tion, it must be given due considera­ 
tion in any plan of 
moral 
training. 
The child should be taught to ren­ 
der prompt and cheerful obedience to 
parents and teachers. His will needs 
guiding, not breaking. If right ideals 
are formed before the school period 
of life the child’s moral training has 


been well begun, but if he cherishes |not only to all the exercises of the

The school has the child for an av­ 
erage of six hours a day, five days in 
the week and 
nine

mainder of tho time. We can see at 
once that even the best 
school can 
not accomplish as much as the home 
in the development of character. We 
can 
readily 
understand 
that 
the 
home and the school should be in uni­ 
son in the work 
of 
moral training. 
The teacher who possesses the tact 
and ability to maintain cordial rela­ 
tions with the various homes repre­ 
sented by bor pupils seldom fails to 
secure satisfactory results in moral 
training. 
The influence of the school room is 
more far-reacliing than many think. 
Its effect should be such 
as to give 
the boy an impulse 
to 
remove his 
hat. when he crosses the threshhold. 
Softly tinted walls, a fewr choice pic­ 
tures, perfect 
cleanliness, 
furniture 
and apparatus properly arranged, and 
window' shades so adjusted as to al­ 
low' the proper amount of light, to en­ 
ter, will give the 
room 
an atmos­ 
phere which tends to produce this ef­ 
fect. Such 
a 
room 
brightens 
the 
lives and appeals to the highest sen­ 
timents of both teacher and pupils. 
The school atmosphere makes for 
good or ill. If this contributes to the 
child’s happiness and pleasure it fos­ 
ters the virtues of kindness, gentle­ 
ness, respect and sympathy. The old 
adage, “As is the teacher, so is the 
school,” will never 
lose 
its 
force. 
Without question the teacher is the 
greatest moral force 
in 
the school 
room and with rare 
exceptions 
the 
pupils will strive 
to 
pattern 
their 
lives after her example. 
Cheerful­ 
ness, faith 
in 
children, 
sympathy, 
justness in the administrative of all 
ilie affairs of the school will enable 
I he teacher to lead her pupils to the 
formation of those habits and ideals 
Which lie at the foundation of charac­ 
ter. Let the branches taught be what 
they will; let the other work of the 
school follow' such lines as conditions 
make advisable, the 
development of 
character in her pupils transcends in 
importance all else and is the work 
which should receive 
the teacher’s 
most careful attention. 
Some of the subjects which should 
receive attention in every grade are: 
Politeness, kindness, reverence, 
the 
treatment of animals, 
the treatment 
of 
plants, 
promptness, 
obedience, 
helpfulness, cheerfulness, behavior in 
society, on the street and in public 
assemblies. 
With older pupils these 
subjects should be expanded and ad­ 
ditional topics, such as 
self control, 
industry, public duty, love of coun­ 
try and charity should be treated as 
fully as the age and understanding 
of the pupil will permit. 
Some of these topics I shall discuss 
at length, leaving the others for your 
treatment in the open discussion. 
The common courtesies of society 
should be practiced in 
every home 
and school room. Teach the child to 


s a y “Please” when asking a favor and 
“Thank you” for any favor granted. 
Teach every 
child 
to 
respect 
the 
rights of others. The boy who is al­ 
lowed to be a 
bully 
on 
the play­ 
ground is liable to become the politi­ 
cal boss in after life. 
The teacher 
should be alive to the needs of her 
school and plan her work 
to meet 
them. What about the home? 
One 
of the points upon w'hich emphasis 
should be placed is cheerfulness. For 
one to be surly or ill-tempered in the 
home destroys the 
pleasure 
of all 
other 
members 
of 
the 
household. 
Children should 
be 
taught to love 
md have sympathy 
with 
all living 
things which are not harmful to hu­ 
man life. 
Promptness: Children are expected 
to be at school on time, though oc­ 
casionally there is a reasonable ex­ 
cuse for tardiness. Promptness, how­ 
ever, has a wider 
application 
than 
this; it means being on time with 
whatever one has to do. 
It relates 


girls. A punctual man bogan by be­ 
ing a punctual boy. Tho boy who is 
late to school, late for his meals, late 
in starting his work, late in meeting* 
engagements, late in doing his every 
day duties, stands a poor chance of 
becoming a punctual man. 
T hen, too, bad records at school go 
against a boy or girl some day. Tile 
majority of good firms have made it 
a rule to refuse a position to a boy 
or girl who can not furnish a state­ 
ment from his teacher as to ids punc­ 
tuality, honesty, etc. 
There was once a boy in this dis­ 
trict who asked for a place to work 
during vacation. He was referred to 
a certain member of a firm, who, af­ 
ter interviewing the boy, told him to 
call the next week. On his next visit 
he was informed that they had a po­ 
sition for him at $5 a W'eok. 
“Rut,” 
said the boy, “you are giving other 
boys $12 a w'eek.” 
“Yes,” said the 
gentleman, “but look at this state- 
men from your teacher. Your record 
for punctuality makes 
you 
a $5-a- 
wcek boy.” 
That boy did not take 
long to mend his ways. 
May every 
boy and girl learn a lesson from this 
boy, that they may 
be 
spared 
his 
shame and humiliation. 
Just recently a boy came into this 
school tw'o minutes late. The class 
wailed until he removed his things, 
placed them in the hall and walked 
down the aisle to his seat. 
By the 
time he wras seated four minutes had 
gone. His teacher calmly said: “You 
have caused us to lose 
three hours 
today.” The boy 
looked 
very sur­ 
prised, glanced at the clock and said, 
“It is just four minutes since the op­ 
ening of school.” 
“But,” 
said 
the 
teacher, “there are 45 pupils in this 
room, each one of whom has lost four 
minutes, making three hours 
in all.” 
Tho boy, whose name I shall not call, 
looked sober and did some thinking. 
Was it right for him to take the time 
which belonged to the other children? 
Surely he had no right to w'aste other 
people’s time if he did his own. Pupils 
from the third grade and up can be 
impressed with 
the 
value of time. 
And they should be led 
to see that 
time once lost can never be regain­ 
ed. Furthermore, they should be im­ 
pressed with the importance of keep­ 
ing engagements.! f we admit that one 
may do as he pleases with one’s own 
time, one certainly 
has 
no right to 
wraste the time of others. When w'e 
fail to keep an appointment and keep 
others waiting for us w'e waste their 
time. When one pupil fails 
to pre­ 
pare his lesson he wastes the time of 
the entire class. Only those who are 
on time succeed 
in 
business. 
We 
should impress these truths upon the 
mind of the child by incident, illus­ 
tration or by maxim, 
so 
that they 
will form tho habit of being prompt 
in whatever they attempt. 
Obedience: By obedience is meant 
prompt and cheerful compliance with 
the regulations 
and 
rules 
of the 
school and the requests 
and direc­ 
tions of the teachers. We have rules 
that we agree to abide by in school. 
Without these rules none of us would 
know what to do or when 
to 
do it. 
The teacher must obey the rules as 
well as the pupils, otherwise 
they 
could not work together. 
We have seen that all life is under 
law and that these laws can not be 
violated without penalty. One of the 
laws which children must 
learn by 
I recept and experience is the law* of 
responsibility. 
As early in life as 
possible the child should learn that 
I he consequences of acts are visited 
upon himself. He already knows that 
if he puts his hand upon a hot stove 
he and not another is burned: that if 
he stumbles he falls. But he does not 
realize that action and 
reaction are 
just as certain in the realm of his 
mental and spiritual life. This must 
be taught him. 
The child’s 
desire 
for expression 
can be used to great advantage in 
impressing upon bim the sen>e of re­ 
sponsibility'. If he is faithful to hi> 
instructions he learns to read and 
gains a mode of expression w'hich he 


otherwise 
w'ould 
not 
have. 
John 
learns to write and Henry does not. 
John can express himself in writing, 
while Henry is deprived of this priv­ 
ilege as a consequence of his failure 
to apply himself when he had the op­ 
portunity. 
Lead 
the 
pupils to feel 
through the daily exercises of 
the 
school that they are individually re­ 
sponsible for the preparation of their 
lessons 
and 
that 
they 
and 
they 
alone suffer if their W'ork is not done. 
From the daily lessons extend the 
teaching to all acts 
of 
life. 
The 
school and home afford many illus­ 
trations of these lessons. 
The boy 
who violates the rules of 
the play­ 
ground is excluded 
by 
the others 
from its privileges, and the child that 
J abuses any privilege of 
the school 
room is deprived of 
that privilege, 
and so on. 
Responsibility strengthens charac­ 
ter. The man who is felt 
to be re­ 
sponsible is looked up to in society 
and public life. Those who are indus­ 
trious, honest and truthful reap the 
reward of their acts in being honor­ 
ed and trusted 
by their fellowmen, 
while those who are dishonest and 
untruthful are shunned and become 
the outcasts of society. 
Lead 
the 
children to see that they are respon­ 
sible for their acts and that they are 
building their character day by day. 
This idea 
of 
responsibility 
grows 
slowly and it requires attention and 
infinite 
patience. 
Us 
development 
should begin as soon as the child en­ 
ters school, and it should receive in­ 
creased emphasis from year to year 
until it becomes 
habituated 
in the 
lives of tile pupils. Personal respon­ 
sibility belongs just as much to the 
child as to the maturer person. Many 
a man has been saved by responsi­ 
bility and this may be the case with 
the child. 
Truthfulness: Most children intend 
to he truthful, but they do no* always 
know what truthfulness means. This 
they should be taught by precept and 
example. In the 
first 
and 
second 
grades many of the untruths told by 
many pupils consist chiefly in exag­ 
gerations due to the child’s active im­ 
agination, lack of judgment and fail­ 
ure to observe carefully. Deliberate, 
falsehoods, prevarication 
and other 
forms of intentional deception are of 
a serious nature, 
and 
need careful 
attention. 
Honesty and truthfulness 
arc inseperable. If one’s word can not 
bo taken one can not be trusted in 
>tber things. While pupils should be 
trained to be absolutely honest in all 
their dealings 
with 
other 
people’s 
property t hey must 
be 
trained . be 
just as honest 
with 
other People’s 
time, reputation and 
work 
as urell. 
Tho boy who engages to w'ork a giv­ 
en number of hours a day fo~ a stat­ 
ed wage, and spends a portion of it 
loafing or at play, or who stops work 
before the end of the day is dishon­ 
est. 
The trader who gives short w'eight 
or measure is 
dishonest. 
The one 
who “drives a sharp bargain,” know'- 
ing all the time that he is receiving 
more than full 
value 
for what he 
gives in exchange, is dishonest. The 
one who tries to injure 
the reputa­ 
tion is perhaps the most dishonest of 
all. These facts should be dwrelt up­ 
on until they become fully 
fixed in 
the minds of the children. Show' by 
talks, illustrations 
and 
stories, the 
force of Franklin’s saying that “Hon­ 
esty is the best policy.” 
Industry: Persistent, hard w'ork is 
necessary not only 
to 
the accom­ 
plishment of the 
school 
tasks, but 
also to the development of character. 
Children should 
be 
trained 
to do 
things because it is necessary to the 
welfare of the 
child 
or 
some one 
else. Play has an important place in 
the life of 
the 
school, 
but 
work 
should not be turned into play, and 
the 
distinction 
between 
the 
two 
should be carefully drawn. Most chil­ 
dren like work as well as play, pro­ 
vided the tasks 
assigned 
appeal to 
their interests and are within their 
ability. In a school where the work is 
properly planned there is little evi­ 
dence of idleness. 
Industry 
is the 
very best means of 
discipline. 
So 
long as the children are kept busy in 
the regular work of the schools they 
find no time for other things. 
Training pupils to industry in the 
school is not 
difficult, 
but 
placing 
them in the right attitude toward la­ 
bor in general is a different task. The 
tendency to look down on those who 
work with their hands is altogether 
too prevalent, and is wholly vicious 
in its 
influence. Children 
need 
to 
learn and to feel the dignity of labor. 
It is only through 
labor 
that 
the 
work of the world is accomplished. 
it is through labor that we are sup­ 
plied with food, clothing, shelter and 
all other 
things 
necessary to 
our 
comfort and happiness. Labor is es­ 
sential to 
life. 
All 
living things 
plants, animals, birds, insects— labor 
incessantly that they may live. 
As 


they should be assigned tasks in the 
home, and should be hold responsible 
for the daily 
performance 
of these 
duties. The old New' England home, 
in which 
every 
member 
had 
his 
round of duties, w*as one of the most 
powerful forces in character building 
the country bas ever know'n, and its 
passing is much to be regretted. 
The last point I wish to make is in 
regard to self control. 
“He that rub 
eth his spirit is better than he that 
taketh a city.” We have already seen 
that in childhood and early youth the 
emotions 
are 
in 
the 
ascendency,; 
while, while the will and the reason 
are slowly assuming their sway. It is 
not unusual for children 
to 
become 
angry on slight provocation, or to give 
way to grief for what seems to us to 
be trivial causes. Nevertheless, these 
causes are to the child all powerful. 
Break the little girl’s doll, and the 
world breaks up with it; 
lose 
the 
boy’s ball and to him the w'orld is lost. 
Parents and teachers should so far 
as possible prevent these outbursts 
of passion, for every time the child 
gives way 
to 
anger 
or 
grief 
he 
strengthens tho tendency to do so 
again. 
Prevention should be used in 
primary grades. 
As The children advance they should 
be encouraged and helped to exercise 
self-control. As pupils are able to un­ 
derstand the meaning of the term, its 
application should be broadened un­ 
til it Is understood that complete self­ 
control is that 
w'hich 
controls 
the 
thought that is back of the act. It is 
not only necessary that the boy con­ 
trol his impulse to hit his fellow, but 
that he control the thought back of the 
impulse. 
Teach the child that self-control 
often calls for the highest kind of 
courage; that only men of self control 
arc of use in great emergencies; that 
the best men and women with whom 
the pupils are acquainted are those 
who are able to control their actions 
on all occasions. Encourage children 
always to think before they act upon 
impulse; to strive to 
emulate 
such 
men as Washington, Lincoln, Grant, 
and a host of others, wrhose self-con­ 
trol was one of their leading charac­ 
teristics. 
The noblest thing on earth 
is a noble man or woman. 
All the 
treasure-house of kings cannot equal 
one great soul in value to the w'orld. 
How many could pay for a Joan of 
Arc, for oxample? The cheapest thing 
on earth, is a cheap man or woman. 
Why? Because they hold within them 
the possibility of being noble, yet fail 
to measure up. Strangely enough, each 
human being chooses his or her own 
value. 
If a boy determines 
to 
be 
cheap, nothing can change him into 
a valuable man. 
A boy some years 
ago in a grocery store, where he wras 
employed, stole from the money draw- 
ef fifty cents w'hen no one w\as looking. 
Ho was found out that day. Nothing 
happened to him. He w’ent on taking 
small sums now and then 
He chang­ 
ed employers, and at last entered a 
bank as a clerk, and became a teller. 
He took several hundred dollars and 
was caught and disgraced. 
He said 
to a man who tried to help him: 
“I 
have been a thief ever since I took 
that first half-dollar.” 
It w'as quite 
true. 
He sold his honest and man­ 
hood for fifty cents. He set the price 
himself. 
On the other hand, the man who 
sets the value of his soul high as 
high as God’s plan for him, can never 
be cheapened. The ancient sage said 
of a virtuous woman, “Her price is 
above rubies.” 
It lies entirely in a 
girl’s hands to say w'hat she shall be 
worth in the world. 
High character 
has a value that cannot be destroyed, 
but grow's every year. 
Affectation makes a cheap soul. So 
does insincerity. 
So does flippancy. 
The boy wiio boasts makes himself 
cheap. The girl who is vain and fool­ 
ish loses all value as far as influence 
goes. 
The treasure that 
might 
theirs is flung aw'av by their 
hands. 
It is no one’s fault but their 
own. 
They choose to have a cheap, 
poor, empty life, and so they have it. 
Self-control, self-respect, 
faith 
God, and a determination 
to 
rea.ch 
one’s utmost will make any life rich 
and valuable. 
The choice is with 
each one.

NOTICE TO LOT OWNERS IN CROWN HILL CEMETERY

meeting of the board a resolution was parsed that for the year beginning April 1st, no work 
would be done, or care given any lot in this addition unless the care for same be paid ac­ 
cording to the schedule below', which is a part of the city ordinance governing the ceme­ 
tery. 
The reason the board is forced to take this step is explained below, and we earnestly 
appeal to every lot owner to help improve and make beautiful the last resting place of our 
loved ones, and if lot owners will do their part, this can de done. 


1st. 
City Ordinance provides the following prices for the care of lots: 


For lots 10x10 feet ................................................................................... 
per year. 
Foi lots 10x20 feet ................................................................................ .. 
per year. 
For lots 20x20 feet ................................................................................... 
per year. 


2nd. 
No 
part of the taxes you pay to the city goes into the 
cemetery 
fund. 
It 
must be self-sustaining. 


3rd. 
The only revenue available for the upkeep of the cemetery 
is 
from 
digging 
graves, special work done for lot ow’ners, and money collected from lot owners for the care 
of their lots. 
There is no revenue from the sale of lots in the old cemetery, as they 
have all long ago been sold. 


4th. 
Alan}’ have regularly paid for the care of their lots, but a very much larger 
number have not, and each year the list of those who pay grow’s smaller, and it has reach­ 
ed a point where the board has no funds to continue the W’ork, unless the lot owners pay 
the amount due as provided in the city ordinance. 


5th. 
The board feels that all lot ow’ners should do this, not only from a point of 
pride, but also because it is your property, and you should pay for the upkeep, the same 
as you do on any other property that you own. 


6th. 
If you wish your lot taken care of this year, please pay the proper amount to 
either the city collector at the city hall, or to Will Kell, superintendent at 
the 
cemetery, 
either of whom will issue the proper receipt. 


7th 
The board Is having this notice printed in the daily papers to briefly explain 
the reason for the action it is taking, and also to give all lot owners ample notice that if 
they expect their lot to be taken care of they must remit the amount due at once. 


8th. 
This notice does not apply to lot ow*ners in the New’ Addition, as the City Or­ 
dinance provides that a certain part of the price they pay for lots is deposited 
with 
the 
trustees of the perpetual fund, w’hich is invested, and the interest accruing on same pro­ 
vides revenue for the upkeep. Lots in the New’ Cemetery are sold at a much higher price 
than they were in the old cemetery. 


9th. 
The city ordinance provides that any lot owner in the old cemetery may de­ 
posit a sum of money with the trustees of the perpetual fund and the interest on same 
will provide revenue to take care of your lot forever.

tire plan.

BEGAN TO BUY GARDEN SEED EARLY 


The Seed Dealers at Erfurt, Where 
the Seed Industry Has Its Center, 
Are Pleading With Custo­ 
mers to Be Patient. 


Berlin, 
April 
15.—Everything indi­ 
cates that the great home gardening 
campaign of 1915 is to be duplicated 


this year, but on an even more exten­ 


sive scale. Seedsmen report that peo­ 


ple began to buy garden seeds with a 
rush in January, and the buying is 


now proceeding at a rate never before 
known. 
The great dealers at Erfurt, 


where the seed industry has its cen­ 
ter, are answering mail orders with 
printed postcards begging customers 
to be patient till they can fill the or­ 
ders. 
The 
strictest 
care Is being taken 
that seeds be bought only for bona 
fide purposes. 
An American in Ber­ 
lin, the owner of a small garden, or­ 
dered seed potatoes from Erfurt, and 
was surprised a week later to receive 
from a dealer a blank form on which 
the police were to certify to the fact 
that he owned a garden and was there­ 
fore entitled to buy 
seed 
potatoes. 
Otherwise he might have eaten seed 
potatoes 
that 
cost 
three-fold more 
than ordinary ones. 
The imperial government, which had 
taken no action last year for the en­ 
couragement 
of 
vegetable growing, 
has now established a special bureau 
at Berlin for that purpose. 
It has ap­ 
pointed a horticultural export to take 
charge of it and to inaugurate and 
conduct a country-wide campaign for 
the increase of vegetable production. 
His plan of operations embraces prac­ 
tical measures of help, besides mere 
propaganda. All available lands about 
cities, factory sites, 
and 
elsewhere 
will be put into vegetables and prop­ 
erly cultivated. The superintendent 
of gardening is communicating with 
the various economic war organiza­ 
tions to induce them to look after 
supplies of manure for tile armies of 
volunteer gardeners thus to be called 
into the field; the waste from slaugh­ 
ter houses and cold 
storage 
plants, 
and the sweepings from the streets 
are to be turned over to them at a 
very low cost. 
Not only will vegetables be grown 
in greater quantities than ever before, 
but the preserving of them will be on 
a larger scale than ever known. The 
fifty-two canning and preserving fac­ 
tories at Brunswick (the center of 
the industry) put up about 200,009,000 
cans of vegetables from 
last 
year’s 
crop, as compared with 70,000,000 cans 
for 1914.

One day last August there rode out 
of the city of Yan in Asiatic Turkey a 
little company of American mission­ 
aries and their Armenian dependents. 
They were part of a Red Cross cara­ 
van, retreating before the Turks.

horses, law* Dr. Clarence 13. Ussher, 
medical missionary, formerly of Kan­ 
sas City, and head of the American 
hospital at Van, an institution main­ 
tained with the school by the Ameri­ 
can Board of Foreign Missions (Con­ 
gregational). Only a few days before 
Mrs. Ussher had died

down her life in the service of the 
Armenian and Turkish retugees.

Decks So Congested That Scores of 


Ships Are at Times Seen for 


Days W aiting for Vacant 


Spot at Quays. 


Havre, April 15.— H avre has always 


been the most cosmopolitan port in 


France, but never before 
the 
w ar 


would you get three British half-pence 


and a Belgian soil in eight cents worth 
of small change. 
That triviality is 
symbolical of the H avre of today— 
only bali French, three-eighths B ri­ 
tish and an eighth Belgian. 
It is the influx of the British that 
has doubled the traffic of tuts port 
during the past nineteen montns, and 
congested the docks until scores of 
ships are at times seen lying for days 
together in the offing waiting for a 
spot to become vacant at the quays. 
The quays themselves are piled with 
bales of cotton, giving to the port a 
resemblance to Newr Orleands. 
The cotton sheds, covering twenty 
acres of ground and fitted with twen­ 
ty electric cranes, have become in­ 
sufficient and the bales are rolled tip- 
on the quays everywhere that a ship 
from New' Orleans happens to find 
a berth. 
The traffic of the port 
of 
Havre, 
which amounted to 5,400,000 tons in 
1913, was less than half that of Rot­ 
terdam and only a little more than a 
third of that of Antwerp and Ham ­ 
burg. 
The reasons for it wTere large­ 
ly lack of docking facilities, and the 
limited railroad communications with 
Paris and the center of Europe. Even 
before the war, ships were sometimes 
held up in the roads waiting their 
turn to dock, and a new basin called 
the “ Tidal Basin,” was planned and 
partly finished with the view to re­ 
lieving congestion. 
The congestion of traffic now is not 
only a hindrance to commerce, but a 
danger to navigation, wrhich greater 
vigilance on the part of the French 
navy against German submarines may 
obviate, but which is considered suf­ 
ficiently serious at the present time 
to justify consideration of the tempor­ 
ary use of the uncompleted Tidal Bas­ 
in as a refuge for 
vessels 
waiting 
their turn to dock. 
The town itself is far more animat­ 
ed than in time of peace, and is un­ 
avoidably getting rich from the vast 
expenditures of the British commis­ 
sary department and 
the 
individual 
trade of officers and soldiers. English 
shop signs are seen everywhere along­ 
side the French, for “ Tom m y Atkins” 
is slow in learning the language. 
One of the most conspicuous things 
one sees in the Rue de 
Paris, 
the 
principal 
street 
in 
the 
town, 
is 
“ British Bar,” in big, brave 
British 
red on the window of a saloon. 
A 
little further on a sign points the way 
to the “ British Soldiers’ Club,” an­ 
other signpost directs men 
to 
the 
“ British Officers’ Club,” while 
there 
are tea rooms everywhere and res­ 
taurants that conspicuously advertise 
“ Ham and Eggs,” “ The right shop for 
British,” “ Come in and demand for 
all the things winch you want,” ‘ Foot­ 
ball boots,” are among some of the 
appeals to the soldiers. 
British transports have 
the right 
of way over all other 
ships 
in the 
harbor and at the 
docks, 
and 
the 
British prevail everywhere on shore. 
Some people at H avre have inquiied 
whether the British occupation is go­ 
ing to last forever, an inquiry inspir­ 
ed by the seemingly permanent char­ 
acter of the installations for the dif­ 
ferent services of the 
British arm> 
and for the British troops. Most peo­ 
ple at H avre w ill be glad if it does 
because they 
are 
getting rich— all 
excepting the fishermen. The herring 
catch has diminished 
50 
per cent. 
while all the 
other 
commerce 
of 


H avre has doubled. 
H avre is under 
naval 
instead of 
m ilitary rule, despite the occupation 
of the British army. 
K haki is the 
prevailing color, but the French ad 
miral, Biard, is the king of H avre 
and Tommy Atkins 
must 
submit to 
his authority. He must quit the sa­ 
loon at 9 o’clock and 
must 
not be 
found in a restaurant after IO. 
P a ­ 
trols look for him 
through 
all the 
narrow' ways and byways and in the 
corners of the docks, and pick him 
up sharply if found after hours where

Lewis Gang Suspected of Green Ridge 
Robbery and Theft of Car Here. 


The confession of Roy Lewis in St. 
Lewis in St. Louis, held as an accom­ 
plice in the murders of John F. Mc­ 
Kenna and William A. Dillon, causes 
victims of thieves in Sedalia in 1911 
and 1912 to believe that the Lewis 
brothers were the ones that commit­ 
ted crimes in Pettis 
and 
adjoining 
counties. 
Sylvain 
Kahn, 
of 
the St. Louis 
Clothing company, believes 
it 
was 
these bandits who stole his car from 
his garage and pilfered the smoke­ 
house of Dr. E. F. Yancey, relieving 
him of some choice hams. 
About the 
same period several stores were brok­ 
en into and robbed, among them being 
the St. Louis clothing store, where a 
quantity of wearing apparel was car­ 
ried off; the Green Ridge postoffice 
robbery is also now laid to the door 
of the Lewis gang, while the Housto­ 
nia bank robbery in January, 1911, is 
an admitted fact. 
It is recalled that following both 
the latter “jobs" the trail of the rob­ 
bers in both instances led to Sedalia. 
They were traced here in automobiles 
following the Houstonia robbery, and
